SWIFT TRAVELING. 


ARGUMENTS AGAINST GREATER SPEED 
ON RAILROADS. 


The Limit Reached Is 100 Miles an Hour. 
To Do Better Will Require Larger Lo- 
comotive Bollers, Bigger Wheels and 
Wider Tracke—The Danger Is Great. 


‘My opinion is that the speed limit of 
the locomotive engine has been reached 
with the present gauge of track and 
diameter of driving wheel,” said Expert 
Watkins at the National museum. 
have been given to understand on very 
credible authority that an engine on one 
road has already madea record of 100 
miles an hour—of course over a very 
short distance of perfectly straight and 
level track. 

“If that is to be beaten it will only be 
done by increasing the size of the boiler, 
to begin with. Toget agreater capacity 
of boiler it will be necessary to widen 
the locomotive and therefore the track. 
If a speed of anything like 120 miles an 
hour is to be obtained. in the future the 
track must be widened, not by inches 
but by feet, andthe size of the driving 
wheel proportionately. 

“Naturally the question of safety is the 
first one brought up in connection with 
a discussion of this subject, and it is 
asked, Can trains be run with as much 
security to life and limb at 150 miles an 
hour as at fifty? My answer to this is: 
No. Takea given stretch of track, in 
perfect condition, with nothing in the 
way, anda train is more likely to run 
off the rail.when going at 150 miiles an 
hour than when traveling at sixty. But 
such ideal conditions are not usuall 
found in railroading. 7 
FACTS CONSIDER. | 


“Youm that there are such 
things as frogs and switches which get 
out of order or Misplaced, as well as a 
multitude of other things more 
to look out fot more 


are going. Most important to think of, 
too, is the fact that if an accident does 
occur the train that meets with it is 
going to suffer in proportion to the 
speed at which it is going at the moment 
of interruption. Two trains each going 
at the rate of 120 miles an hour and 
coming into collision would quickly be 
reduced to kindling wood, if not to tooth- 
picks. 

“Another thing worth inquiring about 
is the number of men that are going to 
be required to run one of these engines 
of the future that are to travel 120 miles 
an hour Jump on board one of the fast 
flying locomotives at Jersey City that 
carries you to Philadelphia at the rate 
of nearly a milea minute. Do nothing 
but watch the signals as you pass with 
lightning speed through city after city 
at grade and cross railway after railway 
intercepting. You will find that it takes 
about all your time to catch them. 

“How much leisure has the engineer, 
then, to look after his steam gauge and 
water gauge, to see to his airbreak, to 
make sure that every part of his mighty 
machine is in order, to keep in touch 
with the train dispatcher’s office and to 
identify any extra trains as they pass him 
s0 that no mistake shall be made? So 
tremendous is the strain upon this man’s 
nerves that as a measure of economy the 
company only permits him to work four 
days each week, and he spends the re- 
maining three in resting and bracing up 
for further contests withspace and time. 

PERCENTAGE OF DEATHS. 

“Trains in England, on an average, 
run faster than in thiscountry. Their 
cars or carriages are not nearly so heavy 
as ours, they have not nearly so many 
heavy grades and sharp curves, and the 
law gives the railway exclusive rights 
over their tracks, the infringement of 
which is punished by fines and imprison- 
ment. In Engiand one person out of 
every 5,250,000 carried ia killed. To ride 
on the railway in France is more than 
twice as dangerous, inasmuch as one out 
of every 2,000,000 passengers is killed. 
Belgium is much safer than England in 
this respect; only one out of every 9,000,- 
000 is killed on its roads. Safest of all 
by far are the railwaysof Prussia, which 
only kill one out of every 21,500, 
people carried. | 

“There are many advocates in favor of 
making our railroad cars much lighter, 
the argument being that it is absurd to 
drag a whole row of houses over the 


| paratively light packages in the shape of 
people. But it is very certain that heavy 
cars have the advantage to safety in pro- 
portion totheir weight. You will notice 
that the passengers in the heavily built 
parlor cars always get off with very much 
less damage in an accident than do the 
occupants of the ordinary cars, which 
are usually telescoped by the Pullman 
or Wagner couche 

“Extra heavy weight to draw means 
extra expense for the railway companies, 
but safety for the passengers they carry 
means saving of money in damages in 
these days. Of course you read in the 
newspapers about the running of Boyn- 
ton’s bicycle engineat Brighton Beach at 
the rate of a mile in thirty-two seconds, or 
112 miles an hour. That may give a no- 
tion of the future of railroading as re- 
gards speed, but 1 am not myself of the 
opinion that (*e bicycle idea will work 
any revolution in the business of trans- 
portation by rail”— Washington Star.

Great Incohonee Thom 
as J. Francis, of New Jersey; Great Chief 
of Records Charles C, Conley, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Great Keeper of Wampum Joseph 
Pyle, of Delaware, presented their annual 
reports, which ghow a steady increase in 
the work, membership and finances of the 
order. The pres®nt membership is 97,14, 
and 1,078 tribes. There was an increase 
during the past great sun, ending Warm 
moon, 1890, of 125 tribes and 10,531 mem- 
bers. The tribal receipts were $025,731.86, 
paid relief of members, $233,069.04; paid to 
widows and orphans, $9,655.71; paid for 
funeral benefits, €51,866.56; tribal invest- 
ments, $803,813.01; in tribal belts, $359,- 
272.91. 

The report of the councils of the degree 
of Pocahontas, of which there are 114, and 
11,302 members, also show an increase both 
numerically and financially.

THE DEATH OF ROBERT HARDIE 


We yesterday referred to an article 
inthe Toronto World concerning the 
asath last summer of Robert Hardie, 
of this city, in Arizona, in which 
article it was said that Canadian rela- 
Nves of Mr. Hardie did not believe he 
had been killed by Indians, and were 
determined to ‘‘get at the bottom of 
the matter.”” An attempt was also 


made in the article to throw 
some discredit on Dr.  Ilaynes, 
of this city, who was with Mr. 


Hardie and witnessed the murder. 
We also stated that we-had considered 
it definitely settled ‘that Indians did 
the deed. That sich was the case can- 
not remain in doubt, after a perusal of 
the official! correspondence relative to 
the death of Mr. Hardie, a portion of 
which has been published in Tur 
TIMES, 

It appears that asister of Mr. Har- 
die, residing in Canada, who is the 
author of these rumors, is of somewhat 
unbalanced mind, and imagines that 
her brother was in possession of $100,- 
000 when he died, whereas he was 
about $4000 in debt. 

The correspondence shows that on 
July. 25 Captain Lewis Johnson, com- 
manding the post at San Carlos, tele- 
graphed to Gen, Miles that an Indian 
named Sayes had been captured; that 
he was in a party that killed Hardie in 
Rucker Cafion; that ‘Kid’ fired the 
fatal shot, Washlantah firing at Dr. 
Haynes and subsequently robbing 
Hardie’s corpse of a watch. ‘This in- 
formation was forwarded by Gen. 
Miles to the Adjutant-General at 
Washington on the 27th. On August 
16, in response to a request from W. H. 
Stilwell ef Tombstone, forwarded 
through Agen’ Bullis at San Carlos, 
Capt. Jehuson reports that. Sayes and 
“Curley,” another captured Indian, 
had been closely cross-examined and 
had confirmed the above statement. 
Sayes further said that, after the kill- 
ing, “Kid”? and Washlantah robbed 
the corpse, taking very little money, 
which “Kia” gave to his squaw. He 
beat the works out of Hardie’s watch 
and gave the case to Washlantah, who 
cut it into strips for rings and other 
rude ornaments. Capt. Johnson also 
sends with the letter asmall watch 
chain, which was found near Wasblan- 
tah’s body after a fight on July 17th, 
and this, Sayes said, was on Hardie’s 
watch. 

Dr. Haynes, who is a_ brother- 
in-law of the late Mr. Hardie, 
is @ gentleman of means and of 
high reputation as a citizen and 
physician. ‘The unfounded and totally 
unwarranted reports which have been 
placed in circulation in connec- 
tion with this. sad affair have natur- 
ally caused much pain to him and his 
family. The question should new, 
once for all, be considered as definitely 
settled. 


THE CHRYSANTHEMUM FAIR. 


It is not because we have no other

LONDON, Oct. 29.—{By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Gladstone arrived 
at Dundee today and was presented 
with the freedom ofthe city. He made 
an address, in which he referred to 
the commerce of. the city, which he 
said was"threatened by the adoption 
of the new American tariff. He would 
not, however, he said, bring a railing 
accusation against the people of the 
United States. Protection, although 
it might inflict incidental collateral 
blows on other countries, did far 
greater mischief tothe people of the 
country which adopted such a policy. 
Gladstone then proceeded to contrast 
the decrease in the tariff in England 
with tbe increase in the United States. 


in the fact that it was uottrue that 
any tariff adopted by any government 
on earth could interfere seriously. 
with the prosperity of Great Britain. 

The first effect of the McKinley bill 
would be toraise the standard of prices 
in the United States. This means 
diminished power of exportation. This 
again meant that while we were dam- 
aged in one of our twenty markets we 
derived benefit in the other nineteen 
from the diminished power of mer- 
chants of the United States to compete 
with British merchants in any of them, 
this being due to the augmentation of 
prices in the United States and the in- 
creased restraints under which the 
merchants of the latter country have 
to work, He advised the manufactur- 
ersto allow America to find out for 
herself the evil effects that will follow 
the adoption of a high tariff. 

Gladstone deprecated the idea of the 
consolidation of the whole British Em- 
pire, including the colonies and de- 
pendencies, against all foreign coun- 
tsics. He doubted much whether the 
whole empire would consent. Further- 
more, although it would, to some ex- 
tent, enlarge commerce with. the col- 
onies, it would contract it with the 
rest of the world. Imperial commerce 
is now £187,000.000 yearly, and foreign 
commerce £556,000,000. 

One effect of the McKinley tariff 
would be to direct the attention of the 
British. manufacturer toward the pro- 
duction of finer--classes of goods, be- 
cause these hore the least intolerable 
protective duties. The result would 
be to elevate:and improve the taste of 
British manufacturers, spur them on 
and stimulate their ingenuity.

Gen. Miles Reports for the

The holding of discontented Indian 
tribes on the San Carlos Reservation, 
especially along the Gila River, which 
is unsuited to them and often un- 
healthy, will always be a source of 
danger and disturbance. As several 
military posts and reservations in the 
Department of Arizona have been 
abandoned, he recommended that they 
be at once occupied by the Indians or 
converted into industrial schools and 
the Mojave, Tonto and Yuma Indians 
be removed there at once trom the 
sickly Gila Valley.

River and White Mountains should be 
located on a sufficient part of the 
reservation and the remainder thrown 
open to such use as can be made of it 
by citizens. The tribes would be more 
easily controlled when separated, es- 
pecially in sucha region as they are 
now compelled to occupy.

BAKERSFIELD, Oct. 27, 1890.—[Staff 
Correspondence of Tue Times.] The

Curing Corn-fodder, 

[American Cultivator. | 
The best way to cure corn-fodder 
after it has dried a day or two in the 
sun is to pile it in small stacks holding 
fifty tosixty bundles eacb and tapering 
toa point at the top. Place a cover 
over thisto keep out rain, and, after 
three to five days, examine and see if 
it ia heating. If it is, take the stack 
down and set up the bundles as loosely 
as possible, so that the sun and wind 
will reach them. At night re- 
place the stack, by putting two 
together, or making three out of two. 
The bundles will have shrunk in size 
by this time, so that the new stacks 
will be httle larger than at first. In 


two weeks, or perhaps sooner, heating

More than usual pains should be taken» 
to milk clean, by which is meant get- 
ting the last drop that the udder pro- 
duces. Too many careless farmers 
only milk heifers while they produce 
considerable amounts, and if the milk 
comes slowly’ they stop, thinking to 
make the heifer grow. As this last 
milk is the richest, its absorption 
makes the heifer fat rather than 
thrifty, ang this tendency to fatten 
decreases the cow’s Value as a milker 
ever after. |

Inside are spraps by which the offender 
was bound ’so-tightly that he could not 
move limb or muscle: Both of the doors 
are lined ‘with. long, sharp steel spikes, 
strong and thick.

“LIFE IN 4 HOUSEBOAT. 


NEATNESS AND'COMFORT IN FLOAT- 
ING HOMES IN THE WEST. 


Pen Pictures of ‘Natives of the Upper 
Mississippi Whe Spend Their Nights 
on the Water—They Pay Neither Rent 
Nor Taxes and Have No Coal Bills. 


Down by the water's edge and upon 
the broad bosom of the great Father of 
Waters are mooted a number of small 
boats, which are literally floating homes, 
and invite no small amount of curiosity. 

This new Venice is located near the 
east end of Robert street bridge, and is 
popularly set down as a tough village. 

Standing upon the bridge, 75 or 100 
feet above the water and flats, and look- 
ing down upon these unique homes, you 
see a desolate stretch of shore line broken 
by rock piles, decaying skiffs, irregular 
stacks of bark and driftwood, fragments 
of tin roofing, rotten seines, broken bar- 
rels in all stages of hoopless disintegra- 
tion, and all the other flotsam and jet- , 
sam incident to the beach of a waterway 
with tides or a varying volume of water. 
in the foreground, and surrounded by 
this abomination of desolation, are 
moored the string of boat homes, 

All are small, but some are 
than others. From the altitude of the 
bridge they look like chicken coops, or 
the residences of ultra-fashionable swine. 

Descending from Robert street to the 
flats by means of a long flight of steps, 
the first boat approached is a small un- 
painted affair, stranded upon a stony strip 
of real estate temporarily loaned by the 
river. The windows are curtainless and 
dirty, no smoke curls upward from the 
stovepipe on the roof, and you conclude 
that itis untenanted. There is a win- 
dow in the door, and a climb to the deck 
lays bare a bachelor’s home, confessed 
in the comfortiless interior. 

A THRIVTY COUPLE. 

The next boat was quite elegant in 
comparison. It tas about thirty feet 
long, painted dark lavender, and hada 
latticed porch or veranda, without a 
roof, extending around three sides. A 
shallow flight of steps led from the 


ground to this porch on the deck, and | posed 


pretty rustic flower pots and hanging 
baskets adorned the steps and hung from 
the lattice work. On the back porch a 
line full of baby garments fluttered in 
the breeze, and a big black dog snooz- 
ing in the sun kept guard overall. The 
owners of this boat are Danes or Nor- 
wegians. 

The husband is a turner, and many. or- 
namental pieces of his handiwork Lan 
be seen about the boat. His wages are
